Tiie Miniug Laws. 

Those wbo are engaged in mining 
operations in the Colony, are natural- 
ly aomowhat desirous of knowing 
•wbat is intended to be done tot thorn 
by the Legislature during its noxt sit- 
ting. The government have avowed 
their intention of bringing in a measure 
to regulate tho mining laws, whioh 
shall be somowhat mora liboral and 
oomprehenBive in its operations than 
the present ordinance. It is most 
desirable that tbo mining interest of 
the Colony should be troated with 
liberality; the greatest encourageraont 
should be given to adventurers desir» 
oub of taking up land for mining pur. 
poBes, bo always, that thoy aro not al- 
lowed to hold mining olaima for tlio 
purpose ot speculation, without bring- 
ing them into praotioal operation 
■within a reasonable time. To tho 
practical minor all licence may bo 
safely extended, and to mining oom 
panieB which aro organizod iu good 
faith for working claims, tho same 
rule applies ; a chock may safely bo 
put upon the operations of speculative 
companies, originatod by stockjobbers 
for the purposo ot trafficking ia shares, 
auoh companies do not in any way 
assist real mining ontorpriao, cor do 
they tond at all to dovelopo the mineral 
resources of tho Colony j bub on tho 
oontrary they have rather an oppoaito 
tendency, and keep back tho roal en 
orgy and aetivity which, with fair ns- 
listance and encouragement, would 
make our coal and copper known all 
over tho world. In preparing a bill 
for the improvement of our mining 
laws, it is to be hoped that tho Execu- 
tive will consult with the practical 
minerB of the Colony, and loarn from 
them something of tho requiromonta 
of the mining interest. Those who 
•re really interested in Iho mining 
laws, are fully capable of giving tho 
government some useful hints upon 
this subjeot, and it would bo a groat 
misfortune that useful and practical 
legislation upon this subject should bo 
delayed for another year, for want of 
communication between the govern 
mont and the minors; nothing can be 
easier than for tho Exooatiire to for- 
ward to those representing tho princi 
pal mining interests of tho Colony, a 
draft of tbe bill whioh thoy propose to 
introduoe, the minora would then have 
an opportunity of suggesting Buoh 
amendments as they desired, whioh 
could thus be discussed at leisure; 
whereas, if the miners have no oppor- 
tunity of Beeing and judging of tho 
contents of the governmont moaaure, 
until it is before tho Legislative 
Council, they will then bo compelled 
to introduce thoir amondmonts with- 
out time for due consideration and 
discussion ; or if the bill should be 
■uoh an one as could not bo amondod 
to their satisfaction, thoy will at that 
late hour have no opportunity ol 
framing a bill of thoir own, and tho 
result would bo hasty legislation, which 
would givo satisfaction to nooo. Wo 
are led to believe, however, that tbo 
miners have made application in tho 
proper quarter for a sight of tho bill in 
preparation; if this be tbo case, thero 
can be no doubt that their wishos and 
suggestions so far as thoy aocord with 
tho proper prinoiples of legislation, 
will meet with due attention, and 
effeot being given to such of their 
suggestions as are entitled to weight; 
the result will be apparent in tho in- 
troduction of a measure, moro calcula-

AKTI-ONIONISTS — SriRIT OF THE P-'.ESS. 

Halifax. August I, 1808 
Tho Hon Sir John A MacDouald, Sir Q 
E. Cartier and William McDougall are to 
arrive here to-day. Their mission is to 
Piaoate tho anti-Uoionists of Nora Scotia 
It is undeistood they will meet them ball 
way. Tbe antis hold out firmly for ropeal 
and the spirit of tho public press has been in- 
tensely bitter, even suggesting ihe mobbing 
of the Canadian ministers* Tha Hon Joseph 
Howe publishes in this morning's papers 
very unnxpooted lettor. He rebukes the 
sentiments of the anti press, and alludes to 
the handsome manner in which the Nova 
Scotia members were treated in Canada 
although hostile to the Canadian Government 
and policy. If Nova Scotians have lost 
their constitution they should at least pre- 
icrve their manners. England has thrown 
upon the Canadian government the responsi- 
bility of a great controversy, and the Nova 
Seotiaos are bound to give a fair hearing to 
the remedial measures whioh the Govern- 
ment may have to propose. Its delegates 
must bo accorded courteous treatment, for 
the antis are not so strong that they can 
afford ts outrage tho public sentiments of the 
whole world by a reckless disregsrd of the 
usages cf civilized diplomacy. This letter 
has created a great sensation among the anti. 
Confederates, and Howe is bitterly upbraid- 
ed as a traitor. The letter, tbey say, ia the 
first step of his political recreancy. The 
more reaeonablo command its tone and 
spirit*

than risk delay in the completion of the 
Union. 

The Govornmont of the Dominion, we are 
confideut, is ready to receive British Uoluma 
bia into tbe Union on equitable terms, and 
it but remains for the peopl.o ol that Colony 
to agitate the question, and make their do- 
termination to join the Dominion, felt by tho 
loo a I and Imperial authorities, in order that 
the dav riiay be hastened when tha whole ot 
British North America will, virtually, be 
brought under one general Government. Wo 
say virtually, because, iu fact, tho ' tight 
ittle island,' and Newfoundland on the At- 
lautio side, may hug their isolation lor a 
while, but even if they do, so long as they 
remain British, they will be no oauio of 
weakness or ombarrasmont, and nobody on 
the mainland aupposoa that their accession 
would be a souroe of pecuniary or material 
advantage to the rest of the Dominion. As 
they are not, iu the ordinary sense, n geo« 
graphioal necessity, we prosumo there will 
be but little anxiety lor their admission be- 
yond the general desire for the completion 
and symmetry of the Confederation, and tbe 
fulfilment of the hope indulged in alike by 
patriots at home and in this country, that 
tbe whole of tho British possessions in North 
America may be linked together under one 
general Government, administered under 
the British Crown. Apart from the fulfil- 
ment of this expectation the acquisition of 
tho two Atlantic islands promises little or 
noihliiB to tho Dominion ; but without Bri- 
tish Columbia and tha intervening North- 
west territory, tbe Canada created by the 
British Norih America Aui would never be 
tally realized, nor capable ol fulfilling its 
mission of administering the Govornmont of 
tho British possessions on this oontineut, acd 
building a now highway for British tradu be» 
tween the Atlantio and facific oceans. 

While, thereloro, wo ore unconcerned at 
the manifestation of indifference to Union by 
Prince EJwnrd Island and Newfoundland on 
the Atlantic side, we ore exceedingly gnili- 
fiod to find that British Columbia proper, and 
Vancouver Island, aro fully alive to the im- 
portance of joining the Confederation. We 
have already chronicled tho celebration of 
'Dominion Day' in Cariboo, and we now find 
by a oopy of the British Colonist, published 
at Victoria, Vaucouvor Islaud, that a 'Con 
federation League' has been formed for tbe 
purpose of currying on a systematic agitation 
to secure the admisaiou of the Colony into 
the Union. The lollowing is from the Colon- 
ist ol May22d. [ Report already alluded to.] 
In a number of a New Brunswick paper 
recently reoeived, we find the lollowing from 
the Duko of Buckingham in a dispatch to 
tbo Governor General of the Dominion, ii 
reply to a declaration of the alleged griov 
anoes ol the Anti-Union Assembly uf Nova 
Sootia. His Grace says, " that Confedera- 
tion it the Policy of the KrHpire. The 
measure ia bolieved by Hor Majesty's Gov- 
ernment to be not merely conducive to the 
strength and welfare of the Provinces, but 
also important to the interests of the whole 
Empire." Tho jourrml then g-.ies on to re- 
mark : The Auti-Union Party in Nova 
Sootia will now perceive that, in opposing 
Union, tbey are opposing not the desires ol 
Canada or Now Brunswick, or the ambitious 
designs ol politicians, but tbe matured policy 
of tho Imperial Government, the Imperial 
Parliament and tho British people. Their 
quarrel, so far as Union itself is concerned 
now lies with Great Britain. Resistanco to 
Dominion laws or the Dominion authorities ia 
hostility to the Empire -and that is 'simply 
Rebellion.

DREADFUL LOSS OF LIFE AND 
PROPERTY BY EARTHQUAKES. 



South America. 

New York, Sept 12— On the 13th ult., a 
terrible earthqnuke visited the cities along tho 
coast of Peru ond Equador, whereby 32,000 (?) 
lives were lo.-t, and property valued at 
3300.000,000 was destroyed. A rumbling 
sound preceded tho earthquako; the sea was 
terribly agitated and flooded tho land for a 
great distance. Arequipa, a city of 35,000 
inhabitants, has paesed away ; soarcely a 
vestige of it is left, only 400 lives 
were lost there; Arica, with 25,000 in- 
habitants, was destroyed, not a house was 
left standing, 500 p-'ople perished ; here a 
tidal wave, forty feet high, rolled with a 
terrific roar on shore, carrying ships 
farther on land than ever before known ; 
the United States ship Fradonia was cap- 
sized, and all on board were lost. One mil- 
lion eight hundred thousand dollars worth ol 
naval stores were on board. The vessel was 
rolled over and smashed to atoms. The U S 
steamer Wateree waa carried half a mile 
inland and left high and dry, only one sailor 
was drowned. She can never ho got afloat 
again. Ao American merchantman the Rosa 
Rivera, the Eojjli.-'h ship Chancellor, and tha 
French bark Edwards were lost. The towns 
of Iquiqui, Mcqaeijaa, Lerumba and Pisaqua 
were all utterly destroyed ; over six hundred 
perished at Iquiqui. The American mer-. 
chants lost heavily ; nearly all aro ruined. 
Tho towns of Iqria, San Pablo and Ilaliat 
are in rains. Where Catacachi formerly 
stood ia now a lake. Tbo populations of the 
above-named towns were almost all? entirely 
destroyed. The dead were eo numerous thai 
the surviviog inhabitants have been forced to 
fly from the stench of the putrifyine bodies.

Another From the Auiuor ol Free 
Trade, 



Editor Colonist, — Although lam inform- 
ed by a paragraph in your paper that public 
curiosity has been endeavouring to learn tho 
author of tho letter published in your issao 
of Tuesday last, I do not foal disposed to 
satisfy it; first, because my name would 
perhaps rather detract from, than add to its 
interest ; Becond, becuuso it is unnecessary 
to do so ; third, becauso my desire ti thut 
tha citizens of Victoria, I may say, my fol- 
low ciiizons, should think for themselves 
and not bu carried away or captivotod by 
tho tremendously loud rours of thoso who 
have tho last quack mcdiuino for sale, viz,, 
Confederation, It tho dose bo swal- 
lowod and the vaunted remedy bo found in- 
jurious, there is no antidote. Having onco 
entered tho Confederation tbero is no csoupo 
from it, however many evils may accrue 
therefrom ; but tho sellers may rej"ice and 
reval in the proceeds of Iho aalo, and lauuh 
at ond deride tho tortures of their victims. 
To avoid such a result, I ask people to think, 
to exumine lor themselves ; not to imagine, 
but to jndg'o from good and proper da a ; 
to look at the Act and the Tariff of the 
Dominion ; to study the rebellious uttitudo 



try, and all matters appertaining to the Dom- 
inion. I also ask them to judge of tho bene 
fits (ond evils also if there be any) llfcjly to 
accrue from Free Trade in Vancouver Islanj 
both with and without Confederation, and to 
usa their best endeavours to arrive at a cor- 
rect conclusion, but by all means not to 
allow themselves to be drawn into sanction- 
ing uny commencement of negotiation nntil 
their minds shall have been thoroughly satis- 
fied that they will themselves be benefitted, 
and not the sellers and purchasers of this 
Colony only. I muat say one word for tho 
officials— tuko the part of the nnder dog in 
the light ; in spite of the probability of being 
scoused of boiotr one myself, or of being en- 
raptured with the Civil list. As on English- 
man, I love fair play and a lair stand up 
fight ; but detost tho oowardioe cf perpetu- 
ally and constantly harrassing those who, 
not unable, but disallowed to defend them* 
selves, must nacda bear in silenco their ever- 
lasting torture — tf is cruelty and not fairjday. 
Yet where would the sellers of the Colony 
stund if tbey did not garnish their nostrum 
with this brutal and debasing, but not the 
less to many and themselves, relished and 
enticing covering 1 II any one will tarn to 
tho nowspapers published during the firbt 
session of the Council, he will find that, 
when the subject of the Civil list waa 
brought forward tho official mombers did not 
vote, but actually quitted tho council cham* 
bers and left tho decision to the non-official 
members. A change in tbo Civil list was 
agreed upon und transmitted to tbo Governor, 
who very sorn afterwards sent down an Or- 
dinance to repeal the Ordinances relating to 
the Civil list; this Ordinance was not pass- 
ed by tho noD-offioial membsrs although 
they had full opportunity of doing so. Part 
of the singularity of the mutter is, that tho 
member for New Westminster, Mr Kobson, 
editor of ihe Columbian, and tho member for 
Vulo, Mr Barnard the mail contractor, 
pleaded bard and strong lhat the Governor's 
salary should not be altered— that tho sav- 
ing of tho sum of the altered Hat would not 
of itself make any difference in the sum 
total ! Thus ended tbo first sessien — tbo 
Capital still remained at New Westminster, 
and the contract for carrying the mails to 
Cariboo had not yet been made. During the 
late session I find the same bill was again 
introduced, the official members for the most 
part being absent, but it was rejected after 
its first reading. Upon this occasion the 
President is reported to have said that he 
regretted Ihe action of tho Council in the 
matter, and had ho a casting vote, he would 
have given it in favor of tho bill. So much 
then for the officials voting their own sol- 
uries. Mr Barnard and Mr Robson are now 
great agitators for Confederation and Re- 
trenchment— the Capital baa left New West- 
minater— Barnaid has the contraot. It must 
bo wilhin the memory of most of the people 
of Victoria, that the duties upon the goods in 
store at the time of the Union were taken off, 
those goods being admitted Into British Co- 
lumbia without charge, chiefly with the as- 
sistance of tho official voto 1 The various 
resolutions relating to tho removal of the 
Capital to Victoria, were carried with 
the aid of tho official mombers 1 Had those 
resolutions not been carried, would Victoria 
now havo been the seat of Government f The 
bill sent out by the Home Government par- 
posing to keep two Supreme Courts was re- 
jected by means of the official vote 1 in fact, 
in looking through tbo journals now pub- 
lished, it will he found lhat in no instance 
can all the official members bo found on one 
side and ihe noo-offioial on the other. 
One would imagine from the above, 
that tho officials hardly deserve the abuse so 
liberally heaped upon them; bnt the neoes- 
sities of tho Confederotion quack, required it, 
in order to puff their own specific. One 
would suppose too lhat Victorians at least 
would have shown some semblance of gratis 
tudo towards those who risking so much thorn- 
selves, assisted tho inhabitants of this city ao 
groatly ; but no, on the contrary, tho greater 
the abuse. Probably tho old adage applies, 
• If you wish to mako a mao an onemy, put 
bim under a great obligL,iion to you.' But 
do the people abuse, or is it tho war cry f 
It ia needless to enlarge more upon this 
matter, sufficient has been said to show that 
the officials are not the monsters people 
would be lod to bolievo, or tho members ol 
the Council tho most virtuous of men — the 
devil is not so bad as ha is painted. I would 
iu conclusion observe that tho people of Vic 
toria should cease continually to cry ' stink- 
ing fish.' If there ba an ovil iu tho city, 
whether domestic or otherwise, that evil is 
constantly paraded until nothing but that 
evil is seen, folt or heard — in fact, Victoria is 
made a very peatbouae, a placo that everyone 
should avoid. Is this the way to promote 
the prosperity of the city cr tho country? Is 
this tho way any storekeeper does bis busi- 
ness? Let anyono converse with those who 
came from Orpgon and oihor places to re- 
Bida a space in Violoria, and ho will soon bo 
convinced that Victorians themselves are 
very much the cause of a great loss of busi- 
ness and profit to thomselvos. How many 
of those visitors were driven away? Depend 
upon it wo ourselves have to mend our ways. 
What good wc havo, and wo havo plenty, let 
us exhibit ns publicly as possibo. Tho Col- 
ony is full of advantages, but if tho advan* 
tiges be constantly and diligently exhibited 
covered ovor by a pall of evil by our own 
hand, how can wo oxpoct thoso advantages 
to bo seen ? Victoria must indeed possess 
wonderful natural advantages or a charmed 
liTe, otherwise, ero this, she would have been 
destroyed by bor own citizens.
